GOOD NEWS TO THE HOLDERS. 


For 
Years Land Seekers Have 


Been Afraid of These “ Dis­ 


puted Lands. * 


Au instrument 
was filed In the 
office of the register of deeds of 
Crow Wing county today that will 
be of particular interest to many 
living in the southern part of the 
county, who for the past decade or 
more have been in doubt as to the 
title of certain lands, which were in­ 
ch! led in a grant to the state of M in­ 
nesota by an act of congress many 
years ago. 
The area includes what 
has been known 
for years as the 
“ disputed lands.” 
A patent was 
filed today from the Ignited States 
to the state of Minnesota which 
clears up all doubt as to the right 
and title of said land. 
There are 
something like 8,900 acres in this 
tract. 
For many years settlers have 
been afraid of this land, as they were 
never sure that they would be able 
to get a title on account of the many 
legal complications naturally grow­ 
ing out of a series of transfers of 
railroad companies of their rights 
and titles in a new country. 
It seems that by an act of con­ 
gress, approved on March 3, 1857, 
entitled “ An act making a grant of 
land to the territory of Minnesota in 
alternate sections to aid in the con­ 
struction of certain railroads, “ that 
among others this grant was made 
for the purpose of aiding the con­ 
struction of a road from Stillwater 
by the way of St. Paul aud St. 
Anthony to a point between the foot 
of Gig Stone lake and the mouth of 
the Sioux Worn I river, with a branch 
by the way of St. Cloud and Crow 
W in g to the navigable waters of the 
Red R iver of the North. 
Following 
this 
tho -legislature 
assembled of the territory of Minne­ 
sota by an act approved May 22, 1855 
entitled an “ Act to execute the trust 
created by the aet of congress above 
mentioned” did create tho Minnesota 
& Pacific Railway company, with 
authority to locate, construct and 
maintain a railroad in said state, and 
in doing so did grant to the said 
company 
its interest and estate, 
present and prospective, of the above 
territory mentioned 
among other 
lands. 
A trust deed was executed 
to the above company in Ju ly 1858. 
The state of Minnesota pursuant to 
provisions in the constitution be­ 
came owner of some six hundred of 
the first mortgage bonds of the com­ 
pany and in default of the payment 
of interest on said bonds they were 
forclosed and the governor of the 
state bid them in. 
In 1862 by an act of the legislature 
all rights and titles under the act 
first mentioned of congress were 
transferred to a numberof gentlemen 
composing a 
board 
of 
trustees 
and these gentlemen organized the 
St. Paul A Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
The Northern 
Pacific Company 
finally acquired the rights and titles 
of all the other roads anti now for 
the first time the patent on the lands 
in Crow W ing county have been is­ 
sued and through all these series of 
transfers and grants the titles have 
lw*en cleared up.

UP ON OLD GRANT. 


AFTER YEARS ABSENCE. 


An Important Instrument Filed in 


the Office, of the Ref ister 


of Deeds To-day. 


GOOD NEWS TO THE HOLDERS. 


For Years Land Seekers Have 


Been Afraid of These “Dis­ 


puted Lands.' 


An instrument wa* filed in tha 
office of the register of deeds of 
Crow Wing county today that will 
'be of particular interest to many 
living in the southern 'part of the 
county, who tor the past decade or 
more hare been in doubt as to the 
title of certain lands, which were in* 
cluled in a grant to the state of Min­ 
nesota by an act of congress many 
years ago. 
The area, includes what 
has been known tor years as the 
‘ disputed lands." 
A patent was 
filed 'today from the United States 
to the state of Minnesota which 
clears up all doubt as to the right 
and title of said land. There are 
something' like 8,900 acres in this 
tract. 
For man? years settlers bare 
been afraid of this land, as they were 
never sure that they would be able 
to get a title on account of the many 
legal complications naturally grow­ 
ing out of a series of transfers of 
rai.road com. pan les of their rights 
and titles in a new country. 
it seems that by an .act of con* 
greas, approved on March 3. 1857, 
entitled 44 An act making a grant of 
land to the 'territory of Minnesota in 
alternate sections to.a id in the con­ 
struction of certain railroads, ' that 
among others this grant was made 
for the purpose of aiding the con­ 
struction of a read from Stillwater 
by the way of St. Paul and St. 
Anthony to' a point between the foot 
of Big Stone lake and the mouth of 
the Sioux Wood river, with a branch 
by the way of St. Cloud and Crow 
Wing to the navigable waters of tie 
Bed Elver of the North. 
Following this 
the '•legislature 
.assembled of the territory of Minne­ 
sota by an. .act approved. May 22,1855 
entitled an. 14Act to execute the trud 
created by the act of congress above 
mentioned" did create the Minnesota 
& Pacific Eailway company, with, 
anthority to locate, con struct and 
'maintain a railroad in said state, and 
in doing so did grant to' the said 
company its interest and estate, 
present and prospective, of the above 
territory mentioned 
among other 
lands. 
A trust deed was executed 
to t he a bo * e com pa n y i. n Ju ly 1858, 
'The stute of M i n nesota pursuaat to 
provisions in. the 'Constitution be­ 
came o w ne r of some six bund red of 
the first mortgage 'bonds of the com­ 
pany and in default of the pay men t 
of interest on said bonds they were 
forciosed and the governor of the 
state bid them in. 
In 1852 by an. act of the legislature 
all rights and titles under the act 
first mentioned of congress were 
transferred to a n umber of gen tlemen 
composing a 
hoard 
of 
trustees 
and these gentle moo organised the 
St. Paul A Pacifi.c Eaiiroad Com­ 
pany, 
The Northern Pacific Company 
finally acquired the rights and titles 
of all the other roads and no w for 
the first time the patent on the lands 
in Crow Wing county hare been is­ 
sued and through, all these aeries of 
transfers and grants the title» have 
been 'Cleared up.
